He played on this 
string at Manchester with a skill which 
ought to convince the wiser among his 
opponents that they must mend their hand.

found defence in so far as it related 
to the bold stand against the Turkish 
The danger to the 
Straits, however, was a direct result of 
the Allied policy which planted the 
Greeks in Anatolia, and Mr. Lloyd 
George s explanation of his own share in 
that policy was quite unconvincing. He 
said, in the first place, that he could not 
have been expected to anticipate a whole 
chapter of accidents ; but many people had 
anticipated it and had given the Govern- 
ment solemn warnings. In the next place, 


| he said that Mr. Asquith, Viscount Grey 


and others of his present critics were 
partners of his unfortunate. enterprise— 
“we were all in it.” This is a confession 
rather than a defence, and even as a con- 
fession it is sadly out of keeping with the 
high traditions of British statesmanship. 
The date of the general election remains 
uncertain. Mr. Lloyd George will be in- 
fluenced, of course, by impending develop- 
ments in the Unionist Party, Mr. Cham- 
berlain and, perhaps, a majority of the 
Unionist members of the Cabinet remain 
faithful to their chief, and hitherto have 
been able to defy the hostility of the group 
of some sixty Unionist “die-hards “in the 
House of Commons. During recent weeks, 
however, many Unionist organisatiéns in 


the cotintry have, revolted definitely 
against Mr. Lloyd George's leader- 
ship. It is expected that the storm will 


burst when the National Conference of 
Unionist Associations meets next month 
in London. If a majority vote in the 
conference repudiates Mr. Lloyd George, 
event will with dramatic 
swiftness. The Prime Minister certainly 


follow event 


will retire. Mr. Chambérlain and soma of 
his Unionist colleagues will retire -also, 
and the general election is likely to find 
the Unionist Party shepherdless, so far 
as experiene and authority are concerned, 
and torn by internal dissensions. [It is 
this prospect which makes Mr. Chamber- 
lain so anxious for a compromise. In his 
speech at Birmingham he proposed a 
scheme under which the formal Coalition 
would be replaced by a loose working 
arrangement between the Unionists and 
those Liberals who remain faithful to Mr. 
Lloyd George. It could not be permanent, 
but it might avert a period of graye con- 
fusion in the State. The Prime Minister's 
special appeal to Liberal sentiment at 
Manchester. suggesis that he may be a 
party to this scheme. 

Ireland's interest in this British crisis 
is more than academic, The Constitution 
of the Free State must be ratified by the 
Provisional and Imperial Parliaments on 
a date not later than the 6th December. 
When the Jatter Parliament was adjourned 
in August the date of its re-assembly was 
fixed for November 14th with the special 
object of allowing ample time for the 
completion and ratification of the Irish 
Constitution. ‘If the British: Parliament 
does not meet until November 14th, and 
if its meeting is to be followed within a 
few days by a general election, the rati- 
fication of the Constitution may have to 
wait upon the convenience of a new House of 
Commons. We do not believe for a moment 
that any British Government—Coalition, 
“Die-hard ' or Labour—that may emerge 
from the preseht crisis will venture to 
tamper with a solemn contract between 
the English and Irish peoples. Neverthe 
less, any undue delay would be discon- 
certing and might furnish the enemies of 
Irish settlement in both countries with 
fresh opportunities for mischief. For this 
reason, perhaps, Mr. Lloyd George will 
decide—if circumstances do not force his 
hands—to postpone the general election 
until the end of the year. In any case, 
the duty of the Provisional Government 
and Parliament is manifest. They must 
eliminate every element of risk by com- 
pleting and ratifying the Constitution 
with all possible speed. We hope that 
when our Parliament meets on Wednesday 
the President will urge this necessity upon 
it. If the Constitution is ready before the 
end of the present month, the British 
Parliament can be summoned for an 
earlier date than the 14th November under 
the special authority which has been vested 
in the Speaker by resolution of the House 
of Commons. 


Rumania’s Day. 


Yesterday in the picturesque little city 
of Alba Tulia the King and Queen of 
Rumania were crowned with all the pomp 
and circumstance of medieval ceremony. 
The Duke of York and Marshal Foch 


represented Britain and France. King 
Ferdinand of Rumania ascended the 
throne in 1914 on the death of the 


late King Carol, who was his uncle; 
but for a variety of reasons the formal 
Coronation was postponed until yester- 
day. Alba Iulia was the capital of 
Transylvania in the old days before 
it was filched from Rumania by the 
Magyars, and it was in this quaint city 
that the great King Michael was crownel 
Prince of all. the Rumanians in 1595. 
King Michael, surnamed “the Brave," wis 
one of Rumania’s. three great monarchs. 
He became ruler of Moldavia and 
Wallachia at an early age, and after x 
strenuous reign succeeded in regaining the 
lost provinces of Transylva: ssarabia 
and the Bukevina. Up to the time of the 
Great War, therefore, he was the only

Nevertheless, the Garman influence at 
Bukharest was very dangerous. King 
Ferdinand had a difficult task to defeat its 
intrigues; and, as Hindenburg’s legions 
went from victory to . victory on the 
Eastern front, many excellent Rumanians 
were in favour of throwing the sword into 
Germany’s side of the scale. King -Ferdi- 
nand, however, with the able assistance of 
that great statesman, the late M. lake 
Jonescu, refuséd to be deterred from his 
purpose, and in 1916 Rumania entered 
the war on the Allied side. Disaster 
followed. The dedeat of Russia gave Ger- 
many her chance, and von Mackensen 
made short work of the brave little 
Rumanian army. Yet King Ferdinand and 
his brave Queen did not despair, and they 
entered into their reward when the final 
issue was decided on the fields of France. 


The Hague Tribunal. ‘ 


American statesmen have been fore- 
most in advocating arbitration as 4 
practical way of settling international 
difficulties, It is, perhaps, the irony 
of fate that in one of the first cases 
that have been submitted to The Hague 
Court since the Treaty of Versailles the 
United States is found to occupy the ré/e 
of highly unsuccessful defendant. During 
the war the United States Government 
“commandeered ’’ a number of Norwegian 
vessels, and the arbitration was employed 
to settle the amount which Norway should 
receive by way of indemnity. ‘The Nor- 
wegians claimed about thirteen million 
dollars, while the United States declined 
to pay more than about two and a nal! 
millions. The Court awarded the claimants 
approximately twelve millions. The United 
States representative protested against the 
decision, declaring that there had been 
infractions of the conditions under which 
‘the matter was submitted to arbitration, 
and that the award was vitiated by vital 
errors. These may be taken, however, as 
the formal] reservations of the unsuccessful 
litigant, and not as implying any intention 
on the part of the United States to re- 
pudiate its liability under the award. On 
the other hand, the American man in the 
street will not take. more kindly to Europe 
on discovering that The Hague tribunal 
has decided an important and expensive 
case against his Government and in favour 
of a European claimant. Any attempt hy 
the United States to withdraw from its 
arbitration treaties, even though some 
popularity-hunting legislator should pro- 
pose it, is highly improbable ; but the de- 
cision just rendered may make Americans 
all the more determined to reduce their 
future European entanglements to the 
barest manimum. 
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Holidays. 


Though the holidays are ended, we are 
‘all.enjoying a St. Luke's summer and are 
wishing, perhaps, that the habit of making 
the hot sum-ser months the official holiday 
season of the year were not so fixed an:l 
inexorable as it is. In truth the world 
out of doors is not really at its best’ in 
the period generally covered by schoo] and 
business holidays—that is to say, between | 
the beginning of July and the last week 
of .September.. Spring and autumn .are 
more beautiful seasons than the hot and 
languorous days of summer, Reeently the 
Southgate Education Committee proposed 
seriously to the central authority that all 
London schools should take their holidays. 
in- relays. July would be allotted to one 
county, August to another, and so forth 

The purpose is to prevent the crush anil 
overcrowding of trains and seaside resorts 
that are at present a standing feature o! 
the holiday period ; but the proposal cou!.: 
be given a wider application. An arrange- 
ment by which every man should begin 
his annual holiday on the day on which 
his last year s holiday came to an end would 
carry him in the course of a few years 
round the entire cycle of the seasons, 
every week of which, if he only learnt to 
appreciate if, has its peculiar appeal. This 
arrangement not only would do away with 
the holiday rush, but also would do away 
with that automaton, the man who goes 
to the same place and does the same thing 
during the same three weeks for the whole 
of his natura] or, rather, of his highly un- 
natural life ‘The man who makes his 
holidays a matter of routine is but a slave 
who hugs his chain. 


CINEMA NOTES. 
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The latest recruit to the “screen” is Mr. 
Somerset Maugham, whose first photoplay, “ The 
Ordeal,’’ has been specially written after a visit 
to the Lasky Studios. In his opinion, pictures 
have reached a stage where they can no longer 
be treated. with a shrug of the shoukders. If 
you are of a pedagegic mind—and apparently 
many authors are in these days—there is no 
medium, he says, which gives you greater oppor- 
tunity to improve your fellow man. “ What you 
read in a newspaper may be instantly forgotten, 
but what you see on the acygen impresses with a 
peculiar force. Some‘may deplore that novelists 
and playwrights should feel it their business to 
instruct, but fortunate for the gentry—they 
find people willing to take them with the utmost 
seriousness. And certainly those same writers 
can expound their views of life more effectively 
on the screen than between the covers of a book 
or the three hours’ traffic of the stage.” But 
Mr. Maugham, while impressed with the sereen 
as.a means of propaganda, warns against in- 
genuous pressing of a point. “ Little allowance 
is made for the frailty of human nature, and 
the pill of useful information is so thinly coated 
with sugar. that the public refuses to swallow 
it.” Mr. Maugham feels, however, that a judi- 
cious blending of didactic. and entertainment 
elements bodes. well for the future. Such blend.

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RUMANIA. . 


SCENE OF YESTERDAY'S 
‘CORONATION. 
(BY ONE WHO KNOWS IT.). 


Rumania is surprisingly little known to the | 


ordinary tourist, which is. all: the more strange 
because travelling there is comparatively cheap. 
1 have been from Constantza, on the east to 
Preadeal on the west, and have met virtually 
no tourists, . Those travelling were either 
Rumanians going from one part to another, or 
ssing through. The route 
strangers merely passing through. . 
1 took was by boat from Com 
through the Black Sea to Constantza. athe 
ancients called this sea the. ar oor yar hospite 
friendly to strangers,” but t : : 
with a fu kuowledge of its. treacherous and 
uncertain, nature, named it ¢ Black Sea. 
And well they might, for ‘though “it can be. 
a most pleasant trip—and Í have done it nine 
tiniee—-veb- onee or twice we encountered as 
severe a storm as | have ever encountered any- 
where. The Bay of Biscay was a mill pond 
compared to the Black Sea when lashed to 
fury. 
Gosistonton is much like other Continental 
seaports, and haé a busy and prosperous air. 
A statue of Ovid in the centre of the town 
reminds one that this is near the. site of the 
ancient Tomi, where Ovid spent the latter 
years of ‘his life in exile, and there died in 
17 a. 

Eight houre by the train, whieh crosses the 
famous Dobrudja Bridge, .and then passes 
through country mainly flat and marshy, and 
then we arrive at Bukarest. lt ig situated 
in a plain, and is extremely hot in summer 
and cold in winter. 1 have stayed there in 
both seasons, and know how fiercely the sun 
beats down in summer, and how icy the wind 
can be in winter. 
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It is hard to realise that this large city has 
sprung up almost within living memory. 
Bukarest has been called the Paris of the 
Balkans, and is said to be the gayest of the 
smaller European capitals. Among Rumanians 
it is generaly known as the City of Pleasure, a 
most applicable title, and one which the native 
word ucarezci” literally implies. To my 
mind it entirely lacks the fascination. of Paris, 
that other city of pleasure, after which ibis 
much smaller one is said to be modelled. It 
presents, to anyone acquainted’ with the Con- 
tinent, just these ordinary features of well- 
being and prosperity familiar to us in dozens 
of other cities. 

Certainly the boulevards and buildings, not- 
ably the railway station and the central Port 
Office, are very fine, and when driving in the 
“ Chauasée " one could imagine oneself in Hyde 
Park. Nowhere have I seen public vehicles 
emarter or beiter turned out than the ones 
there. Bach carriage is drawn by a magnifi- 
cent pair of horses, while the drivers wear a 
blue velvet coat embroidered with gold lace, 
véry becoming and pleasant to look at. The 
rapidity with hich they drive ig rather 
startling to a new-omer, but otherwise the 
seneation i# pleasant enough. Most of the 
cab drivers are of Russian nationality, and 
belong to a sect called “Skoptsi,”’ proscribed 
in their own country.

or say. This opinion mainly centres on 
the one thing—that far gs oe ong Mr.

This tesling has been só decidedly ex. 
pressed during the past two days that the 
Conservative jeaders ate now greatly con 
cerned, Reports of dissatisfaction and dis 
sensions have been coming to them fron 
all quarters, and the view generally ex 
pressed in these com Jaints is not 
animosity to the Coalition, but to its 
leadership. So strong is the carrent tha: 
the Conservative leaders realise that some- 
thing will have to be done to face it. 

The Prime Minister only vaguely re- 

ferred to the possibility of a general ele-- 
tion; but a Sunday newspaper which 
strongly supports him says that it 1s easv 
to read within the lines a determination 
that there shall be no delay in the appeal 
unto Cesar. The present Parliament, 
which stands prorogued until November 
14th, will not meet again, and it is not 
improbable that the official announcement 
of the dissolution will be made this week, 
to: be followed at a brief interval by the 
dissolution itself. In that event the elec- 
tions ,could be’ held early in next month, 
and the new Parliament would meet in 
about a month's time. 
Many people were surprised to learn’ 
yesterday that Mr. Lloyd’ George had 
offered to resign the Premiership twice. 
It was well known that he cffered to resign 
early during the present year, and wrote 
a letter to Mr. Chamberlain offering to 
retire under certain conditions. This offer 
was refused by the Unionist leader. It ss 
said that the other occasion was three 
years ago when the Government was de- 
feated in the Commons on the question of 
the employment of alien pilots in British 
ships. The majority was mainly Unionist ; 
and Mr. Bonar Law, the Leader ‘of the 
House, thought of resigning, since he feit 
the defeat was a personal rebuff; but 
nobody then heard that the Prime Minister 
had a similar intention.

In the opinion of mahy 
shrewd electioneers it is considered likely 
that the Labour man will win by * 
minority vote. Should this be the result, 
it may do “something to heal paity 
divisions ; for it will amply illustrate tho 
folly of a split vote and of party labels 
that are more artificial than real. 

The Labour leaders are loudly protes'- 
ing that they welcome an early genera!

“Correspondence: of Mr. Eamon de 
Valera and Others’ is the title of a 
pamphlet issued on Saturday by the Irish 
Provisional Government as a Parliamen- 
tary White Paper. It consists of twenty- 
four pages, and includes letters signed or 
initialled by Mr. de Valera, Mr. Liem 
Lynch, Mr. Liam Mellowes, and other 
leaders of the irregulars.

DAIL VERSUS PARLIAMENT. 


In a letter signed “ E.,” dated 7th September 
ii is stated-—' Nothing came of last night's 
interview.” . 

A letter dated Sertember 7, signed by Mr. 
de Valera, but without any imdication of the 
person to whom it is addressed, is given as 
followe :— 

A Caara,—As regards our attending the meet 
ing of the Dail on Saturday, I have considered 
the matter. and am of opinion that, both from 
the point of view of principle and expediency, 
we as a rarty, should not attend. 

1—The Second Dail is not dissolved. It is the 
Sovereign authority in the country, in my 
opinion, at this moment. Members who hola 
that the violation of the strict letter of the 
oath by the Pro-Treaty members excludes them 
from being regarded as members of the Seconda 
Dail will, of course, hold that the sovereign 
authority is the Second Dail, composed of the 
Republican members only, but our attendance 
at the Dail meetings last session means that we 
waived that — 

The assembly that is summoned to meet or 
Saturday does not pretend to be Dail Eireann— 
it. ig the Provisional Parliament. It bas not heen 
summoned by the proper authority, etc., etc, 
Then there is the oath. 

2—So far principle. Now expediency. Our 
presence, at «the meeting would only help to 
solidify all thasother grours against us. . We 
would be the butt of every attack. We could 
not explain—we would be accused of obstriicting 
the business and “talking ” when we should 
“ get on with the work.” 

‘Our presence there will not promote but 
rather retard peace. 

Finally, whatever chance there is of union in 
our own group, it lies more in the direction of 
abstention that attendance.

DAWSON’S THREE WINNERS, 


Oftene in the past has the Metropolitan 
Steeplechase furnished a thrilling contest, and 
Saturday's event’ was no exception to the rule. 
Indeed, it has rarely been associated with a 
more exhilarating struggle, nor one in whieh 
the interest was sustained at such a high pitch 
throughout, So much so that up to the 
penultimate fence any one of at least five horses 
appeared to hold winning chances, and the final 
phases were sufficiently exciting to arouse the 
enthusiasm of the most seasoned race-goer. In 
emerging successful. from a trying ordeal 
Southern Gleam put up the best achievement 
of ber career; but in only falling by a narrow 
margin to goncede 22ib, to\Sir Geor Aber- 
cromby’s mare Max is entitled to t ’ chief 
honours of the race, and it was in the circum- 
stances a'very fine performance on the part of 
the som of Zria, who but for losing a little 
ground at the critical part of the contest would 
probably have won. 

It was a gloriously fine day, the warm sun- 
shine being more suggestive of July than 
October, and there was a very good attendance 
io parti¢ipate in what proved to be a most en- 
joyable afternoon's racing,’ and the fact that 
four first favourites got home would enhance 
the pleasure of the outing. A feature was the 
“ guceess attending horses under the charge of 

Michael Dawson, who saddled three winners, 
{wo of whom, Rath Duth and Golden Duke, now 
atoned for some previous disappointments. The 
new stand for the accommodation of owners and 
trainers which has been erected in the —— 
enclosure was greatly appreciated by those for 
whom it has been provided, and the general 
arrangements, as usual, worked smoothly. 

Only two of the eighteen coloured on the card 
for the Metropolitan Steeplechase were missing 
‘from the field, and immédiately books were 
opened Max and Ben Cruchan commanded most 
support, the pair leaving -off equal favourites at 
; to 1. with Maureen Bawn, Mask On, and 
Southern Gleam best backed of the remainder. 
It was a fine race to watch, and when half ,the 
three miles had been got over Southern Gleam 
and Soldier Bill were at the head of affairs, 
with Ben Cruchan, Max, Outlaw, and Maureen 
Pawn lying handy. Between the two last fences 
‘he latter and Ben Cruchan were in difficulties, 
and Max, heading Soldier Bill at the final 
obstacle, drew out on the inside in pursuit of 
Southern Gleam, and in the process it appea 
Avon the stands as if he would collide with the 

/ rVils dividing the flat race and steeplechase 
courses. He narrowly escaped doing so, but lost 
4 little ground, and Southern Gleam. holding 
him at bay had a length to spare passing the 
judge's box, third place being filled by Soldier 

Bill’ who is a capital jumper and acquitted 
himself ereditably. The objection to the winner 
- for bumping and boring which fellowed waa 
over-ruled, whilst one lodged by the jockey of 
the third to the fipst, two on the grounds of 
crossing was stbsequéently withdrawn by: per- 
mission. Joseph Canty laid a complaint against 
F. B. Rees, the rider of Max, for striking him 
in the face with his whip, and after hearing 
evidence the Stewards accepted Rees’s explana-'‘ 


tion. 

Rath Duth,: whose only previous win was 
eained here in the Patriotic Plate in the spring, 
and who. had in the meantime done nothing to 
confirm the” promise he showed in that race, 
made short work of those opposed to him in the 
Seaside Plate: and Neil wal had an ually 
easy task in the Corinthian Plate, for which the 
Waterford trained Korsukan was as good a 
favourite, but never flattered. The Maiden 
T'wo-Year-Old Plate, as was. presaged in the 
wagerjifg, fell a ready prey to Bachelor's Ward, 
who, however, did not command a bid when 
submitted for auction at the entered selling 
price of 100 sovs. 

A more interesting affair was the October 
Plate, a seven-furlong handicap, which attracted 
a party of sixteen to the post, and furnished a 
rattling finish between the two 10 to 1 chances, 
Golden Duke and Ellen Gibby, the latter of 
which pair had previously shown a partiality 
for. this track. It was a Ane tussle for the last 
quarter of & mile, but in the end Golden Duke 
prevailed by a neck and incidentally credited 
Dawson with his third race of the day. 
Although there were twelve runners for the 
Strand Steeplechase; few looked beyond the top- 
weigh, Zenon, in their search for the winner, 
and the odds laid on him were never in doubt.
